PRBACBIXG AND PRACTICE. 
"I believe in oivil service reform, and 


hold that no officer holding a high gov- 
ernmental position, can take part in a 
i political canvass without lowering the 
dignity of his office."—President Cleve- 
land. 


This is preaching, which is quite a dif 


ferent thing from 
practice. If 
the 


president believes in civil service reform, 
why doesn't he observe tho civil service 
rules, and not lower tbo dignity of his 
office? A few days ago, tbe concluding 
sections ot the civil service law were 
published extensively throughout the 
country, to show that the president, and 
those immediately under him, had vio- 
lattd them. 
The sections read as fol- 


lows: 


Soo. 14—That no officer, olerk or other 


person iu the eervioo ot the United States 
ahall, directly 
or indirectly, give or 


hand.over to any other officer, olerk or 
person in the service of 
the 
United 


States, or to any senator, or member of 
the house of representatives or territor- 
ial delegate, any money or other valuable 
thing on account ot or to bo applied to 
the promotion ot any political object 
whatever. 


Sec. 15—That any person who shall be 


guilty ot violating any-provision of the 
foregoing sections 
shall be deemed 


guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, OB 
conviction thereof, be punifihod by a fine 
nyt exceeding SOCO, or by imprisonment 
for the term ot three years, or by such 
fine and imprisonment both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court.
